DOLLAR JOURT HOUSE 


Onelda County to Have Magnificent Build- 


ing. 


At the county board meeting yes- 


terday afternoon, the report of the 
committee was adopted providing for 
the Immediate erection of a new 
court house. On Tuesday tho propos- 
ition was lost by a vote of 1'2 to 
!» 


and there seemed much opposition 
among the members because the com- 
mlllee appointed to advertise and se- 
lect plans had taken matters In their 
own hands and advertised for a hun- 
dred thousand dollar building Instead 
of eighty thousand as instructed by 
tho board; but yesterday there was a 
reversal of sentiment and tho report 
of the committee for the hundred 
thousand dollar building was adopted 
by a vote of thirteen to seven. Of 
the seven who voted against the re- 
port, two aro In favor of the new 
court house but fearing the report 
would bo lost, voted against It with a 
view to securing tho eighty thousand 
dollar building. Bonds were voted to 
also money for the erection of the 
now building. The payments aro to 
begin In two years ami continue for 
sixteen years. 


Now that the county board has 


voted a new court house all should 
help to carry out the plans. Nearly 
all the counties around us have lino 
buildings and Onelda county can af- 
ford one as well as the others. 
Yes- 


terday there was some talk of on In- 
junction by some of tho heavy tax 
payers but we believe no such action 
will bo taken. When completed all 
will point with pride to the new 
county building. 


TO DEVELOP WATER POWER. 


On tho Wolf river 24 miles east of 


tho city of Antigo, Is located one of 
llm finest water powers In Wisconsin. 
This power Is the property of MlJwau- 
ksu capitalists who are about to com- 
mence Us development. Tho direct- 
ing and overseeing of the work has 
been let to Messrs. E. A. Forbes, C. 
Wlxon and A. W. Shelion of this city 
whose past experience in this line of 
work lias classed them as experts. 
The gentlemen went to Antlgo, Tues- 
day morning to complete all prelim- 
inary arrangements previous to be- 
ginning actual work. This is Indeed 
a very desirable, proposition for the 
Rhlnelander men as they have not a 
cent Invested and as a recompense 
for Ihelr labors In superintending the 
work of development and construc- 
tion will receive 8LV>.(K)0 worth of 
stock In the company. 
Aside from 


this all expenses connected with the 
work are to be paid by the company. 


When completed this will bo one of 


the highest dams In the state and will 
develop 4000 horse power. A portion 
of this power will be utilized In oper- 
ating a large pulp mill and the ro- 
malnder will be sent to Antlgo to be 
used by manufacturing industries in 
that city. 
It is also said that in 


course of time, wires will be strung 
to Crandon, a distance of ,'W miles.

curiosity If not respect." 


Equivocate In Little Things. 


"This matter of evading the truth 


Is oven far older than the 
remark 


made by an eminent historic person- 
ago that he had snld In his hnsto that 
all men wore liars," wu« tho remark 
of 
Mrs. Samuel A. Ammon, well 


known for her groat activities In civic 
affairs, when tho caustic assertions of 
Dr. Taylor wore broached to aor. "It 
Is quite possible and dcfondnble," con- 
tinued Mrs. Ammon, "that In what we 
may call tho 'little things' of 
llfo 


women evndo tho truth moro often 
than 
men 
do, 
because- 
they 
arc 


brought Into contact with those lit- 
tle things, chiefly domestic, more than 
men are. 


"Tho question of unswerving truth 


telling Is ono which has agitated the 
deepest of analytical minds, but the 
greatest of theso has not boon led to 
assort that immorality of prevarica- 
tion was most highly developed In 


women than In men. Whatever fall- 
ing there may bo Is to bo equally con- 
demned In both sexes. It Is quite pos- 
sible and quite natural that whore 
tho affections are Involved tho woman 
may bo moro easily swayed than tho 
man. 
Sho Is moro tho creature of 


sentiment and emotion. 
Her friend- 


ships and loves aro ileopor and dearer. 
Therefore, on tho witness stand, «ho 
may tho moro 
readily, and 
surely 


moro unconsciously, dopnrt from tho 
exact truth when 
tho Interests 
of 


those whom sho loves are Involved. 
Hut sho does It unconsciously or 
almost HO, If at all. It Is u psycholog- 
ical Impulse. 


Have Fear of the Law. 


"Again. A woman on tho witness 


stand Is moro apart from her sphere 
than a man Is. Sho Is moro liable to 
tho mistakes of embarrassment. For 
that sho should not bo called to ac- 
count. It Is my conviction, however, 
that women will, generally speaking, 
be more likely than men to tell tho 
truth In court. Sho has a fear of the 
weapon called the law. 
It Is prac- 


tically an unknown force to her. 
It 


Is with her, therefore, potential for 
tho truth. 


"That there Is too much falsehood 


In human llfo Is distressingly appar- 
ent. It Is all too much A part of our 
social existence. To somo extent wo 
may say It Is enforced by conditions, 
but It Is also nil too much due to a 
lack of proper moral training. 
It Is 


the natural bent of the child mind to 
ovado tho truth when tho net has 
boon naughty and by concealing tho 
truth to ovado reproof and possible 
punishment. That Is the basic work 
of the lack of moral obligation In re- 
gard to tho truth In nil society. 
I 


bollovo that n good, sound spanking, 
administered Intelligently, with proper 
spirit, at the proper time, with kindly 
and proper explanation, would vastly 
lesson the evasions, lies and perjuries 
of all phases of llfo. Proper discipline 
In his early youth would probably 
have had such effect upon Mr. Taylor 
that ho would have nover thought of 
tho statements BO antipodal to truth 
which he mndo In regard to women 
as compared with men." 


Women Truthful Witnesses. 


Miss Suzanne Uentty, attorney-at- 


law, gives an emphatic negative to the 
assertion that women are more than 
men Inclined to evade tho truth on 
the witness stand. 


"I have been a close student of 


this matter." said Miss lleatty, "and 
It Is my positive Judgment that wom- 
en aro quite as dependable as men 
when testifying before A law court. 
When I was at home, n mero child, 
ono of tho dear friends of our family 
was Judge Campbell, then tho presid- 
ing Judge of tho Clarion district. It Is 
possible that even at that tlmo I had 
In mo tho latent germ of the pursuit 
of the law as a profession, for all that 
pertained to tho courts was of the 
deepest Interest to me. 
I was much 


Impressed with tho remarks of Judge 
Campbell, 
often 
Iterated, that 
bo 


would as a general proposition bollovo 
a 
woman witness sooner 
than he 


would a man. Evon In thoso childish 
days tho remark from olio who was 
so dooply venerated by mo aroused 
my prldo of sex and when I camo to 
practice you can imagine that my at- 
tention was naturally directed to this 
subject. 


All Swayed by Sentiment. 


"I want to sny. and to put It as 


strongly as words can make It, that 
I have found women witnesses, to sny

the least, no less truthful than those 
of the other BOX. It Is a well-known 
fact that all witnesses are to somo 
extent swayed by sontlmont in favor 
of tho person in whoso Interests they 
aro testifying. 
Allowance 
must bo 


mudo for that, but that women aro 
moro powerfully Influenced by such 
considerations than men I do not be- 
lieve. I havo known women to testify 
tho truth In great stress of circum- 
stances, when to conceal tho truth 
would have been much to tholr ad- 
vantage, and when cautioned by tho 
Judge that their testimony was to 


tholr own prejudice 
I havo 
heard 


thorn say with tours that It was the 
truth and that the truth must bo told. 


"I have never known but ono caso 


of deliberate perjury by a woman, 
and that was exceedingly 
curious.

For examples, chloride ot 
potash 


lozenges If accidentally 
brought 
In 


contact with nn unllghtcd phosphorus 
match aro dangerous, lllcarbonato of 
potash If mixed with subnltrato of bis- 
muth, tho latter a remedy for Indiges- 
tion, will explode. 


Iodide of nitrogen Is highly oxplo- 


slvo and Is often combined with other 
drugs. Its use by thoso Ignorant of 
Its danger Is a menace. 


Salvolatlle and chloral hydrate aro, 


under certain conditions, as dangerous 
as dynamite. 


Tincture of iron and 
dilute aqua 


regla when mixed, as they often are In 
medicine, throw off a highly explosive 
gAs, which has frequently shattered 
tho bottle- In which tho mixture was 
kept. 


Ono often finds bottles of nmdlclna 


In which tho cork has not been tightly 
pushed minus tho latter, or has had n 
cork pop out of a bottle while hold In 
one's hands without any attempt to re- 
move It on the part of tho 
holder. 


This always shows that gas Is forcing 
tho cork out. 


Danger In combs. 
Every now and then ono reads ot 


celluloid articles, from fancy hair coif- 
rure combs down, catching flro and 
serious burns,or accidents resulting. 


It would scorn that every ono should 


by this tlmo know that celluloid con- 
tains In Its composition guncotton and 
also camphor, both highly Inflammable. 
No woman wearing celluloid combs or 
hnlr ornaments should place her head 
near an uncovered gas Jot or other un- 
protected light, as celluloid catches 
flro so quickly and burns so rapidly 
that It would hardly bo possible to 
avoid serious burns.

Ing out of the senate for some months, 
had the luck to lose seat 23. That scat 


was drawn by Senator Klttredge of 
South Dakota, who would now bo oc- 
cupying it but for tho fact that he la 
staying at homo to look after his In- 
torests In a desperate campaign for 
control of the next legislature. Qov. 
Crawford wants the senator's seat and 
tho 23 story has done a good deal to 
convince senators 
that 
Klttredge'a 


days of statesmanship are numbered.

hoodoo has fixed Its eye on Klttredge.
